Milwaukee, in consideration of its repu- 
tation as a cracker-jack, must have forgot- 
ten some of the science, or that business 
may possibly be light with that city, as 
the boards were not as good as I have re- 
marked heretofore. 

Minneapolis and St. Paul had on their 
gala attire as regards their boardings, and 
they were as pretty to look upon as Charlie 
Hager's cracker-jacks. 

Fargo, Grand Falls and Little Falls show 
up immensely, and report business on the 
boom. In dropping down to St. Joe, Mr. 
Philly had a stack of paper in his bill room 
the size of a skyscraper, waiting to go up. 

Burlington, Keokuk, Quincy and Daven- 
port, along with Peoria, communicated to 
ine in my hurried trip that they were not 
one bit behind the other up-to-date bill- 
posting plants, which speaks marvelously 
of the hustling of my old college chum, 
Frank Chamberlin. Frank, as usual, took 
me down into the cellar over which is his 
sanctum sanctorium and cracked a few cold 
bottles. 

I sometimes question whether the adver- 
tisers in the United States really under- 
stand what Charlie Bernard, of Savannah, 
Ga., is doing.

Dallas, 'ex., bas improved its plant in 
the past year a hundred per cent more than 
it had in any five years of its existence. 

Ft. Worth is coming to the front in the 
same way, and in the same breath I can 
speak well of Galveston and San Antonio. 

Memphis is all right, but Little Rock 
could be greatly improved, and if we can 
believe it, the improvement is about to 
take place. 

Nashville is holding its own, 
recommendation. 

Louisville is going ahead, and 
blood is very much in evidence. 

I] am using my utmost endeavors to get 
Lawrenceburg and Aurora, Ind., as mem 
bers of the association, and in considera- 
tion of everything I find it is uphill wos, 
but I think it can be done within the next 
six months.

She has caught more than five hundred 
snakes this season and has cleared more 
than $1,000. She says she can easily earn 
— a year and only work two hours a 
day. 


WRECK. 


Spark’s Show Meets With a Catas- 
trophe at Veedersburg, Ind. 


On the night of Sept. 1 the cars contain- 
ing the effects of the John H. Spark’s Show 
were wrecked at Veedersburg, Ind.

CROP REPORT. 

Following is the Agricultural Denart- 
ment’s weekly summary of crop conditions: 

Although the week was cool in the cen- 
tral valleys and lake region, with more 
than the average rainfall in portions of tne 
Upper Mississippi Valley, maturing crops 
have made generally favorable though not 
rapid advancement. The greater part of 
Texas, in which State severe drought pre- 
vailed at the close of the previous week, 
has received abundant rainfall, and drought 
conditions in the Middle Atlantic Coast 
districts have also been largely relieved, 
hut the interior of the Middle Atlantic 
States, Ohio Valley and portions of the 
Lower Lake Region and South Atlantic 
States continue to need rain. Light to 
heavy frosts were very general in the 
northern districts, from Montana to New 
England, and the Middle Atlantic States, 
from the 3d to 6th, with but slight injury. 

Rain is much needed in Washington and 
Oregon, but otherwise the general condi- 
tions on the Pacific Coast were favorable. 

Notwithstanding the prevalence of low 
temperatures throughout the corn belts, 
and copious rainfalls in portions of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, the corn crop has made 
very satisfteory advancement toward ma- 
turity, and wholly escaped injury in the 
States eastward of the Mississippi River 
from frosts occurring on the 4th and Sth, 
with but slight injury in the States to the 
westward. The bulk of the corn crop in 
Missourt and Kansas, and much of the 
early planted in Nebraska and the States 
of the Ohio Valley. are now safe. In Iowa, 
where corn has ripened very slowly, two 
thirds of the crop will probably be safe by 
Sept. 20, and the balance will require ten 
davs longer. 

The thrashing of spring wheat, althonch 
further retarded, has made more favorable 
progress than in the previous week 

Texas and a large part of the central! 
and eastern districts of the cotton belt 
have received abundant rainfall during the 
week, but it is doubtful whether the bene 
ficial effects of these rains to late cotton 
will offset the injury done to the open 
staple. 


Late tobacco has experienced a general 
improvement in the Middle Atlantic States 
and Ohio Valley, and cutting and housing 
have progressed under favorable conditions 
in all tobacco States. 

In the States of the Upper Lake Region 
the reports respecting apples are favorable, 
while those from New York and New Eng- 
land are variable, indicating a very light 
crop in some sections, with plentiful yields 
in others. In the Ohio Valley and most of 
the Middle Atlatnic States the outlook con- 
tinnes very poor, 


INDUSTRIAL REPORT. 

Graduativ the miners in the anthracite 
country are returning to work, and condi 
tions generally are assuming their normal 
aspect in that section. In other parts of 
the country prospects remain as brilliant as 
possible. 

Practically all the important manufactur 
ers of vehicle poles and shafts of the coun- 
try were represented at a meeting in Cin 
cinnati, O., last week. The plants repre- 
sented are located in Ohio, Indiana, Ten- 
nessee and Towa, those being the States 
that furnish 95 per cent. of the output of 
the kind in the United States. It was de 
cided at the meeting that a consolidation 
of these firms be formed at once. The cap 
italization is to be $4,000,000, 

The demand for pig iron is still in excess 
of the production on account of the scarcity 
of coke, which is incident upon the prevail 
ing labor conditions. 

No new strikes of consequence were re 
ported during the past week. The country 
is enjoying a season of industrial prosper- 
ity that promises to last twelve months at 


least.

St. Louis, Sept. 14.—The contract tor 
grading the sites of the Palaces ol Agri- 
culture and Horticulture at the world’s Lair 
has been let. he work will require tue 
handling of 252,vuu cubic yards of earth, 
carrying it an average distance of 500 fee. 
‘the Agriculture Buiuding, according to re- 
vised pians, will be 6UU by 1,6UU Teel, cover- 
ing an area of nearly a million square feet, 
or more than twenty-two acres. in this 
great building will be displayed the ex- 
tensive exhibits of foods, dairy products, 
bees and bee products, farm machinery and 
the agricultural exhibits of states and na- 
tions of the world. The location of the 
building is near the central part of the ex- 
position grounds, and its immense size, 
upon the elevated site which has been al- 
lotted to it, will make it perhaps the most 
prominent of the fifteen great exhibit 
palaces. The Palace of Horticulture will 
stand directly south of the Palace of Agri- 
culture and will be 400 by 800 feet, having 
an area of 320,000 square feet, or 7% acres. 
One room in this building 400 feet square 
will be devoted to fruits and products, an- 
other room 200 by 400 to a conservatory, 
with floral display, and still another room 
200 by 400 feet to the accessories of hort!- 
culture, such as implements and appliances 
for the cultivation and handling of fruits 
and flowers. The elevation of these pal- 
aces is such as to afford opportunity for 
terraced gardens and other beautiful land-
